Narvik is being abandoned and the Al- 
lied forces taken out of Norway; for the 
urgent reason that they are needed near- 
er home. With them to other theatres 
go a proportion of Norwegian troops, em- 
blematic of the adherence of the country 
to the Allies and binding the latter to take 
care of Norway when settlement time 
comes, 

To save his people from useless 
slaughter, King Haakon called upon them 
to submit to the de facto Nazi authority. 
Norway is thus in a position like that of 
Holland, occupied by German troops while 
its absentee government continues the 
state of war against Germany. 

Immediately the possession of Narvik 
will do the enemy little good. It is used in 
winter for the shipment of iron from the 
nearby Swedish mines. The summer route

through the Baltic is shorter, and Narvik 
will be useful only when winter compels 
Nazi ore ships to take the outside route. 
As a submarine and airplane base it is too 
far from the North Sea to be important. 
The position of Sweden is affected for 
the worse should it be attacked, for it will 
be completely out of touch with the Allies, 
save through the mine-strewn waters of 
the Skagerrak. Berlin, however, is likely 
to be too busy with matters elsewhere to 
undertake the conquest of Sweden. 


Paris 


The French, it is said, intend to de- 
stroy Paris rather than let it fall into the 
hands of the enemy, should the time come 
when they must make that hard choice. 
And no doubt they will do it should the 
situation arise. Much as Frenchmen love 
Paris, they love France more, and if it 
should become a matter of sacrificing the 
city to help save the country they will not 
hesitate. 

But they may not have to make the 
choice. That seems less likely than it did 
a few days ago, despite the nearness of 
the fighting line to the city. For the Nazi 
offensive has obviously been slowing 
down, The farther it has gone the more 
difficult it has been to support, the weaker 
its momentum, and the fiercer the resist- 
-ance it has encountered. The losses of 
men and equipment have been very heavy, 
and perhaps even Nazi morale sags some- 
what when men have to tramp daily over 
ground carpeted with dead and dying 
comrades. 

Paris was more imminently threatened 
in 1914 than it is now—but it was not 

‘captured. And France, as Premier Rey- 
naud truthfully remarked, always “aston- 
ishes the world’ when it faces a crisis. 
The Nazis haven't got Paris yet, and 
haven't got near enough to make destruc- 
tion the alternative to having it desecrat- 
ed by their occupaticu.

Tanks 

R.A.F. bombers on Monday disposed 
of 150 Nazi tanks, while a fleet of the 
juggernauts which broke through the 
lines and reached the outskirts of Paris 
vanished, significantly, from the news 
despatches. Surely, and not slowly, 
though at a heavy sacrifice, the Allies are 
cutting down the numbers of these mech- 
anica, monsters, and thus overcoming the 
handicap under which they have been suf- 
fering from lack of corresponding equip- 
ment, 

Destroying Nazi tanks does more than 
reduce the number of enemy fighting 
machines of fearful effectiveness in them- 
selves. It also deprives the enemy in- 
fantry of moving fortresses upon which 
they have been taught to depend to clear 
the way for them. The more highly 
mechanized an army is, the more it is 
bound to rely on its mechanical allies— 

\ and the worse its position when these have 
to be done without. 

In the nature of things this must he 
‘peculiarly true in respect to tanks. Even 
a layman can understand that it is one 
thing to follow along in the wake of a 
fire-throwing, machine-gunning tank; and 
quite another thing to be ordered to ad- 
vance against an enemy line that has not 
been thus broken. The one is largely a 
mopping-up operation, the other a matter 
of life and death 


When the Nazi forces become tankless 
forces, or forces having no more tanks 
than their opponents, they are going to 
have a good deal less enthusiasm for dash- 
ing forward on the offensive. 


The Man With the Dagger 


No language more apt could have been 
chosen by President Roosevelt in which 
to describe the action of Premier Musso- 
lini than “the hand that held the dagger 
has struck it into the back of its neigh- 
bor.” 

A neighbor whose soldiers won Italy's 
liberation from the Austrian yoke in the 
days of Garibaldi; whose soldiers with 
those of Britain saved it from destruction 
after the disgraceful rout at Caporetto in 
the former great war; and which is now 
fighting for its life against the descend- 
ents of the barbarians who burned and 
looted Rome when its empire was falling 
to pieces. 

That the hand of Italy should be raised 
against Britain, with which it never had a 
quarrel, is bad enough; that it should be 
raised against France is doubly atrocious, 
for France has stood the friend and pro- 
tector of Italy all down the years. Unpro- 
voked aggression is always brutal, treach- 
ery always contemptible, but when to 
treacherous and unprovoked aggression 
there is added ingratitude, the depths of 
dishonor have surely been sounded. 

Ten years ago Italy held universal 
respect and esteem. Mussolini has made it 
despicable in the eyes of all men. The 
future will know it as the ingrate of the 
ages. Its name has been made the symbol 
of all that is vile in the relations of nation 
to nation. It is playing the role of an 
assassin, whose dagger has been struck 
into the back of its benefactor at the bid- 
ding of its traditional enemy. 

To this infamy the Italian people have 
been brought by the tyrant whom they 
allowed to usurp power, abolish their par- 
liament, muzzle their press, extinguish 
their functions of. self-government, and 
launch their country upon a career of 
slaughter and pillage culminating in this 
base attack upon their hard - pressed 
neighbor. 


Italian sailors are not so successful in 
Scuttling their ships as are their Nazi 
examplars. They haven't had as much 
experience.

Week 
after week, month after month, in days and 
nights of storm in our bitter Atlantic waters, 
ships of the Canadian navy have done patrol 
and scouting duty, guarding our coasts, protect- 
ing our own and British and Allied shipping. No 
other arm of the Canadian service has per- 
formed a finer task, or shown more efficient 
devotion. Some day, when censorship relaxes, 
Canadians will read the full story pridefully. 

Meanwhile there is compensation for the 
past, something to stir our hearts, in the thought 
of Canadian ships and Canadian sailors standing 
off the chalk cliffs of Old England, a part of 
that ancient and “sure shield” of our British 
liberties. There, we can believe, they will be 
true to the traditions whence come our faith 
in victory; and there, too, let us hope, will be 
born Canadian thought for a future Canadian

Before I forget, let me add a note of warn- 
ing to a paragraph written the other day to a 
man who wanted to know for himself and 
others, how to plan a motor-boat cruise. In 
writing that the navigational dangers are slight 
to anyone who exercises reasonable caution, I 
should have given warning that 
motor dangers are the serious 
ones. It’s bad enough if a motor 
stops in a rough sea from a bit 
of dirt churned up in the fuel tank catching 
under the needle valve, if you don’t know how 
to quickly remedy this or other mishaps. Worst 
of all is fire from carbureters not fitted with 
back-fire flame arrestors, or leaks from filling 
pipes that run inside instead of outside the hull. 
Better get expert advice. I don't want any 
charred corpses on my conscience for omitting 
this warning. 


Do you know that the first British-built 
lighthouse in what is now Canada was erected 
by means of a state lottery? It was decided that 
a light was needed at Sambro, at the entrance 
to Halifax harbor; but Governor Cornwallis had 
no money appropriation from London for’such a 
purpose, so on June 12, 1752, he decided upon a 
lottery. One thousand tickets et £3 each were 
sold; 200 prizes aggregating £3,000 were drawn 
for at the “Town House.” The first prize 
was £500, 39 of varying amounts and 140 of £7 
each. Fifteen per cent was deducted from each 
winning to make up £450, the initial cost of what 
is now one of the most important light and wire- 
less stations on the North American coast. 

Governor Cornwallis, in his proclamation 
ordering the lottery for the lighthouse, declared 
that the purchase of tickets would be a “vole 
untary tax” on some who otherwise do not 
contribute to the expense of government. 

The second lottery was to raise funds for a 
public school. This was in 1780. Half the 
| amount of £1,500 was got by ‘a percentage on 
the sale of 5,000 tickets at 20 shillings each, but 
the second amount was never issued and the 
proposed school was not built, at that time. 

Meanwhile, in 1764, a lottery was sanctioned 
at Quebec to raise funds to restore the Roman 
Catholic cathedral destroyed in the siege of 
1759. Ten thousand tickets were actually 
printed, with £20,000 as prizes, but Bishop 
Briand decided that it would be better not to 
encourage gambling, even for so good a cause 
as restoring the Basilica, and the lottery was 
never held. 

Many attempts to legalize state lotteries have 
been made in Canada, without, however, any 
actually being operated. The Quebec legislature 
in 1934 passed a bill authorizing a lottery to 
raise money for hospitals and charities. It was 
Biven the royal assent, but no attempt was ever 
made to launch the lottery. The same year the 
Senate, 37-20, passed a bill to legalize sweep- 
stakes. It was rejected by the House of Com- 
mons, and since then all attempts at legalizing 
lotteries in Canada have been stopped for the 
time being. Even the Irish hospitals sweep has 
been ended by the war, largely through disloca- 
tion of postal services.

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CROP OUTLOOK 
FOR PROVINCE 


IS PROMISING 


Hon. D. B. Muullen, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, Issues 
Third Report 


Crop conditions in all districts 


of Alberta are good, with the out- 
look promising, according to Hon. 
D, B. Mallen, minister of agricul- 
ture, in releasing Wednesday his 
third departmental crop report of 
the current season. Many districts 
describe growing conditions as 
ideal, he said. In the southern 
area and in a small part of the 
Peace River country, good general 
rains would be beneficial, 

Showery weather has occurred 
throughout the province during the 
last two weeks, with rainfall vary- 
ing from a fraction of an inch to 
neatly three inches in the St. Paul 
area, where it was urgently re- 
quired, Growth of crops is strong 
and Vigorous. In many districts, 
despite the lateness of seeding, 
wheat has almost reached normal 
development for the season, 


SEEDING COMPLETED 

Seeding is completed except for 
the sowing of grain for greenfeed, 
said Mr. Mullen. Pastures and for- 
age crops are satisfactory. 

Mr. Mullen declared that slight 
damage from grasshoppers and cut- 
worms has been reported from the 
southeast corner and the Grande 
Prairie district. 

Condition of livestock is good, 
with much improvement noted. 
Dairy production is mounting as 
pastures continue to advance. 
Poultry and bee-keeping remain 
normal, 

Wheat is reported from six to 10) 
inches high in many districts and 
shows a strong, vigorous growth, 
with satisfactory stooling. Wher- 
ever moisture conditions were ad- 
verse during seeding, a remarkable | 
S8rowth has occurred since rain was 
received. | 

Coarse grains are making rapid | 
growth, but are late. | 


SOW FORAGE CROPS 

Sowing of forage crops is taking 
place on an extended scale, while 
established stands, especially alfalfa, 
are reported as excellent. Damage 
from insects is limited to grasshop- | 
pers in the southeastern corner of 
the province and wire and cut worm | 
damage in the Peace River area. 

In areas where there was a long 
winter, stock is now satisfactcry. 

There is no special movement of | 
stock, some horses. are being sold 
for military purposes. Sheep shear- 
ing is nearly completed. Swine | 
numbers are increasing with most 
reports indicating strong litters. A 
few josses of young pigs are report- | 
ed, 

Marketings are about 60 per cent 
greater than last year.
